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“OINCERE REGRET” 
IN COLOMBIAN PACT 
DEFENDED BY BRYAN 


Secretary Says That the 
Expression “Honest Re- 
gret” Was Used in Treaty 
Drawn Under Taft. 


TAFT WILLING TO PAY 
$40,000,000 TO COLOMBIA 


Bryan Says That Sum Was 
Involved in the Taft Pro- 
posal to Submit the Dis- 
pute to Arbitration. 


Washington, June 22.—Criticism of 
the proposed treaty to settle the dif- 
ferences between the United States and 


Colombia over the separation of Pana- 
ma brought a formal statement to- 
night from Secretary Bryan defending 
the clause expressing “sincere regret” 
on the part of the United States that 
anything should have occurred to mar 
friendly relations between the two 
countries. The expression “honest re- 
gret,” Mr. Bryan said, was used in the 
memorandum drafted during the Taft 
administration on which the present 
negotiations as well as thoseé which 
previously had failed were based. 

Despite opposition in the senate, Mr. 
Bryan was hopeful today that the 
treaty would be favorably reported 
and ratified. Members of the foreign 
relations committee expected that cor- 
respondence in the archives of the 
state department bearing on the 
treaty would reach the committee 
Wednesday. It will be referred to a 
subcommittee and probably’ will be 
made public. It is said this corre- 
spondence will show that at one stage 
of the negotiations with Colombia dur- 
ing the Taft administration the United 
States proposed to submit the dispute 
to arbitration with the knowledge that 
a verdict in favor Colombia would 
mean a judgment for at least $40,000,- 
000. 

Statement by Bryan. 
Secretary Bryan’s statement follows: 
“Article 1 of the treaty now before 


the senate reads: 

“"The government of the United 
States of America wishing to put at 
rest all controversies and differences 
with the republic of Colombia arising 
out of the events from which the pres- 
ent situation on the Isthmus of Pana- 
ma resulted, éxpresses, in its own name 
and in the name of the people of the 
United States, sincere regret that any- 
thing should have vccurred to inter- 
rupt or to mar the relations of cor- 
dial friendship that has so long sub- 
sisted between the two nations. 

“éeThe government of the republic of 
Colombia, in its own name and in the 
name of the Colombian people, ac- 
cepts this declaration in the full as- 
surance that every obstacle to the res- 
toration of complete harmony between 
the two countries will thus disappear.’ 

“In what is known as the Dubois 
memorandum, made during the Taft 
administration, which presented the 
basis upon which he was authorized to 
negotiate a treaty, the following lan- 
guage is used: 

“The government and the people of 
the United States honestly regret any- 
thing should have ever occurred to 
mar, in any way, the long and sincere 
friendship that existed for nearly a 
century between Colombia and the 
United States, and the latter country 
has for years earnestly desired to re- 
move the ill feeling aroused in Co- 
lombia by the separation of Panama.’ 

Identical in Meaning. 

“It will be seen from a comparison 
of the two paragraphs that they are 
identical in meaning and almost identi- 
cal in language. In the Dubois memo- 
randum the United States ‘honestly re- 
grets’ and in the pending treaty ‘the 
government of the United States of 
America expressed in its own name, in 
the name of the people of the United 
States, sincere regret.’ There is no 
material difference between ‘honestly 
regrets’ and ‘sincerely regrets.’ The 
pending treaty uses the phrase ‘to in- 
terrupt or to mar,’ the Dubois memo- 
randum uses the words ‘to mar.’ The 
Dubois memorandum describes’_ the 
friendship formerly existing as ‘sin- 
cere,’ while the pending treaty de- 
scribes it as ‘cordial.’ Both refer to the 
‘events’ of 1903.’ The Dubois memo- 
randum speaks of ‘the.ill feeling 
aroused in Colombia by the separation 
ef Panama;’ the pending treaty refers 
to ‘the events from which the present 
situation on the Isthmus of Panama 
resulted.’ In the pending treaty the 
government of Colombia accepts this 
declaration in the full assurance that 
every obstacle to the restoration of the 
complete harmony between the two 
countries will thus disappear, while 
the Dubois memorandum declares that 
the United States earnestly desired to 
remove the ill feeling aroused in Co- 
lombia by the separation of Panama. 

“This comparison is made to show 
that the two ‘expressions of regret’ 
are in all essential particulars. the 
same.” 

President Wilson believes that when 
the Colombian and Nicaragua treaties 
are understood they will be amply sup- 
ported in the senate. He made this clear 
to callers today but refused to go into 
details. 

To Probe Nicaragua Treaty. 

Investigation of “all and any 
transactions” leading up to the 
proposed treaty with Nicaragua 
by which the United States pro- 
poses to pay 33,000,000 for an inter- 
oceanic canal route and naval bases 
and to extend a protectorate over that 
country, is provided in the Smith reso- 
lution ordered favorably reported today 
by the senate foreign relations commit- 
tee. 

The committee struck out allegations 
of the connection of Brown Brothers 
& Co., New York bankers, with Nica- 
ragua bond issues, but made it broad 
enough to cover everything in the ne- 
gotiation of the treaty. 

No plan of action was framed but 
bankers and others interested in Nica- 
raguan affairs probably will be sum- 
moned it the resolution is accepted by 
the senate. 

Secretary Bryan and Charles A. Doug- 
las, attorney for Nicaragua, were be- 
fore the committee again today to dis- 
cuss the treaty. Rafael Cuadra, min-

To Three V eterans 
Of Stars and Bars 


Rev. A. R. Holderby, Chap- 
lain of Soldiers’ Home, Of- 
ficiates at Triple Funeral 
of Gray Heroes. 


Rev. A. R. Holderby, chaplain of the 
Soldiers’ home, yesterday afternoon of- 
ficiated at a triple funeral at Harry 
G. Poole’s chapel, where he said the 
last rites over the bodies of three con- 
federate veterans from the home. 

This sets a record for Dr. Holderby, 
whose service extends over a large 
number of years, and perhaps for any 
other minister in Georgia. Dr. Hol- 
derby went directly from performing 
a wedding ceremony to the triple fu- 
neral. 

The three veterans were Peter Tra- 
ver, of West Point, 79 years old; Henry 
Fowler, of Atlanta, 75 years old, and 
James Jolly, of Jackson, 84 years old. 
The interments took place in West 
View cemetery. 

“The thin gray line!” 
only a few of them left!”

Fifty years have passed 
since then, which would place their 
age at 70. It is believable that some 
of those who were but 20 at the close 
of the war will live to see 90 years.

SKELETON IS SOUGHT 
OF ANCIENT MOROPUS 


New York, June 22.—The fossil field 
at Agate, Neb., is to be searched for 
specimens of the ancient Moropus, a 
big-clawed ungulate said to have ex- 
isted 1,500,000 years ago. The Ameri- 
can Museum of Natural History desires 
a specimen and is to send a party head- 
el by Albert Thompson to look for it. 
Mr. Thompson has spent three seasons 
in this field prospecting for examples 
of the Moropus. Near Agate valuable 
specimens have been excavated. It was 
in this region that the Carnegie mu- 
seum secured material for a Moropus 
skeleton which was mounted in that 
institution. According to restored 
specimens, the Moropus suggests’ the 
body of a rhinoceros, the head and 
neck of a horse and the claws of an 
armadillo.

Arrangements for the meeting are in 
a formative state. The mediators and 
American and Huerta delegates, how- 
ever, believe that by tomorrow or 
Wednesday at the latest. they will be 
able to annoufice not only the person- 
nel of the constitutionalist delegation, 
but the place of the meeting and its 
general purposes.

With the constitutionalist and Huer- 
ta delegates discussing names for the 
provisional presidency and kindred in- 
ternal questions, the mediators and 
American delegates would await the 
outcome of their efforts before sign- 
ing a final protocol. 

Fernando Iglesias Calderon is ex- 
pected to head the Carranza delega- 
tion. He is due in Washington tomor- 
row. Although there was no official 
announcement here it was understood 
that General Carranza, through Luis 
Cabrera, his Washington representa- 
tive, had given his assent to the plan 
of holding conference separate from 
the mediation and that details were be- 
ing worked out mw by telegraph. 

It is virtually certain that no armis- 
tice would be declared by the consti- 
tutionalists until an agreement of a 
definite character is reached in the in- 
formal conferences as to the establish- 
ment of the provisional government. 
On arriving at such an understanding 
it would be expected that a general 
suspension of hostilities and guaranty 
of amnesty would be proclaimed and 
the constitutionalist delegates then 
might be formally admitted to the me-

HOPEFUL SMILES 

AT WASHINGTON, 

Washington, June’ 22.—Officials of 
the Washington government whose 
hopes for peace in Mexico had been 
somewhat dampened by the events of 
last week, were wearing hopeful smiles 
again today when the announcement 
came from Niagara Falls that the Unit- 
ed States had extended an invitation to 
representatives of the Mexican consti- 
tutionalists to meet the American and 
Huerta delegates to the mediation con- 
ference for an informal discussion of 
peace proposals. 

That the United States for some time 
had been exerting strong influence to 
bring the constitutionalist leaders into 
the mediation conference on such a 
basis was not denied here. It was in- 
timated that this influence had met 
with success, and that representatives 
of the constitutialists soon would pro- 
ceed to Niagara Falls. 

The announcement from Niagara 
Falla today was reported here to have 
been the culmination of prolonged in- 
formal negotiations by the Washington 
administration with General Carranza, 
General Villa and other constitution- 
alist chieftains, and conferences here 
last week by Dr. Romulo 38. Naon, the 
Argentine minister, with President 
Wilson, Secreary Bryan, and Washing- 
ton representatives of the constitution- 
alists. 

Fernando Iglesias Calderon, Alfredo 
Breceda and Leopoldo Hurtado Espi- 
nosa, who have started for Washington 
as representatives of the constitution- 
alist movement, it is believed here, will 
take charge of the proposed informal 
negotiations or at least direct the gen- 
eral policy with reference thereto. 

Rafael Zubaran and Luis Cabrera, 
who have been directing constitution- 
alist affairs here, still are in Washing- 
ton, but no announcement has been 
made of their future status. Calderon, 
Cabrera and Jose Vasconcelos, origin- 
ally were designated to go to Niagara 
Falls before Carranza objected to terms 
of mediation participation previously 
Stipulated by the mediators. . 

Administration officials today indi- 
cated that the plan.of averting an ab- 
rupt end to mediation now presented 
would be prophetic of results. They 
looked for prompt response from con- 
stitutionalists leaders but did not an- 
ticipate new developments in the actu- 
al provisional government plan to be 
devised until representatives of the 
United States and the warring Mexican 
factions had deliberated together for 
some time.

REBELS CONFISCATING 
MINES OF FOREIGNERS 


Eagle Pass, Texas, June 22,—A de- 
mand for the payment of $100,000 gold 
by the Aguila Coal company, near 
Piedras Negras, has been made by con- 
stitutionalist officials. If the money 
is paid, it was amnounced today, 
threatened confiscation of the property 
will be temporarily deferred. 

All efforts of American and French 
stockholders, owners of coal mines 
confiscated a month ago, to recover 
their property have met with failure. 
When first confiscated General Car- 
ranza agreed to protect the property 
if proof of foreign ownership could be 
established before Secretary of Ha- 
cienda, F. F. Villareal. 

Owners of the Rio Escondido mine 
presented proof which they claimed 
showed that 80 per cent of the stock 
was owned by Americans and French- 
men and that an American hold titles 
to the subsoil. 

The constitutionalists then made a 
proposition that the American man- 
agers be allowed to operate the mines 
under the direction of an “interventor” 
without specifying as to remuneration. 
The managers refused this proposition 
and again appealed to the state depart- 
ment. 

The constitutionalists continue sell- 
ing coal from the mines. Secretary of 
State Bryan has’ instructed Consul 
General Hanna and other American 
consuls to use every effort to have 
the mines returned, but their demands 
ignored. 


TO AMERICAN CAPITAL 


New Orleans, June 22.—Fernando 
Iglesias Calderon, released from prison 
when the American troops occupied 
Vera Cruz, left here tonight for Wash- 
ington, where he stated he was going 
on a mission for the liberal party of 
Mexico, of which he is the leader. He 
was accompanied by Alfredo Breceda, 
private secretary of Venustiano Car- 
ranza, first chief of the constitutional- 
ists, and by R. F. Villavicencio, a con- 
stitutionalist official of Saltillo.

SUNT FOR $700,000.00 
WON BY THE RAILROADS 


Government Loses the Fight 
to Secure Oil Lands in 
the West. 


Washington, June 22.—tTitle of trans- | 


continental railroads to some $700,000,- 
000 worth of petroleum land as against 
other private claimants was upheld 
today by the supreme court in a test 
suit brought by Edmund Burke, of 
California, against the Southern Pacific 
Railroad company. 

At the same time, Justice Van Dev- 
anter, for the court, stated that seem- 
ingly the government's report to at- 
tack the railroad’s title for fraud or 
error had expired in 1900 or 1901. It 
was made plain, however, that the 
government's rights were not involved 
in the case before the court, and there 
was no mention of .the recent suit 
brought by the government against the 
Southern Pacific to regain the lands in 
question. 

Government officials, after the de- 
cision, said they would press the suit. 

Since the government began to grant 
lands to trans-continental railroads in 
1866, every patent issued to the roads 
has contained a reservation of excep- 
tion to the effect that lands in the pat- 
ent later found to be mineral lands 
should not pass to the railroads. Such 
a reservation was contained in patents 
issued to the Southern Pacific for Cali- 
fornia lands, in later years found to 
be rich with oil wells. Burke claimed 
the land did not pass to the railroad 
and sought to enter it as mineral 
lands. 

The court held that the land office 
officials could not perform their duty, 
imposed on them by congress, of not 
patenting mineral lands, by merely in- 
serting the reservation or exception. 
It held the officials were bound to de- 
termine whether the lands were miner- 
al before issuing the patent and that 
the patents were binding unless procur- 
ed by fraud or error. Justice Van Dev- 
anter stated that the patents were is- 
sued in 1894 and apparently the gov- 
ernment had not proceeded to set up 
any claim of fraud in obtaining them 
before that time, although the rail- 
roads had presented an affidavit tnar 
the lands were non-mineral. Therefore, 
he added, seemingly the right to make 
the attack had expired in 1900 or 1901. 


Kruttschnitt on Decision. 


New York, June 22.—Julius Krutt- 
schnitt, chairman of the Southern Pa- 
cific company, said today of the su- 
preme court decision in the oil lands 
case: 

“In the opinion of our counsel, It 
sets forth principles which should to a 
very large extent do away with nu- 
merous other suits now pending in 
the courts regarding other California 
oil properties. 

“It takes the sting out of the gov- 
ernment suit against the Southern Pa- 
cific, leaving but one contention 
against the company, namely, fraud 
in obtaining title to the lands, and the 
government will have to prove such 
contention.”

Chicago, June 22.—The death of Em- 
erson Dietrich, killed by lions here 
yesterday when he entered their cage, 
was accidental according to the verdict 
of a coroner’s jury today. 

Miss Adgie Castillo, a vaudeville per- 
former, who used the lions in her act 
and who was engaged te wed Dietrich, 
her manager, said that George McCord, 
the keeper, should have entered the 
cage when the attack was made. 

“It would have been death to do so,” 
replied McCord. “The beasts were en- 
raged, and» I did the best I could with 
a fork with which I1 speared at them 
through the bars.” 

Miss Castillo asserted that McCord 
was lazy and Dietrich did most of his 
work, but when she was asked if Mc- 
Cord was jealous of Dietrich she an- 
swered: ‘‘No suéh thing; there was no 
possibility of it.’ 

McCord admitted that he and Diet- 
rich quarreled frequently, but the dis- 
putes were transitory over details of 
the work and yesterday, he said, he 
and Dietrich were on a friendly foot- 
ing. 

“I warned him not to go 
cage,’’ McCord said. 

Miss Castillo said that there was no 
reason to shoot any of the lions.

The Methodist Ministers’ Association 
of Atlanta Monday morning indorsed 
the recent action of the general con- 
ference at Oklahoma City, Okla, in 
severing connection with Vanderbilt 
university. 

The establishment of a new theolozi- 
cal seminary and the founding of a 
new connectional school of the grade 
of a university, to supplant Vander- 
bilt university, was favored, and the 
local Methodist preachers pledged 
their hearty support in the organiza. 
tions of such schools. 

The selection of Atlanta 
for the new Methodist 
favored.

“Resolved, first, That the Methodist preach- 
ers’ meeting of Atlanta heartily indorses the 
action of the late general conference regard- 
ing the church’s relations to Vanderbilt 
university. In view of the decision of the 
Supreme court of Tennessee and the course 
of the majority of the board of trustees 
of Vanderbilt university, no other course 
than that outlined by the gkeneral confer- 
ence is either proper or honorable for the 
church to pursue If Vanderbilt university 
is not the property of the church (as we 
believe it to be by every moral and legal 
right of origination, foundation and his- 
toric control), and if the church is to have 
no voice in directing the life and policy of 
the university, then, we think. a new con- 
nectional educational policy is the only al- 
ternative left us. 

“Resolved, second, That we fully indorse 
the plan for a new theological school, to 
be opened without delay, and also the plan 
for founding a new connectional school of 
the grade of a university, and we indulge 
the hope that Atlanta may be selected as 
the site for both these schools, and to the 
realization of these worthy enterprises we 
pledge to the educational commission of 
the general conference our faithful labors 
and co-operation.

URGED BY MR. BRITTAIN 


In his annual report Superintendent 
of Schools M. L. Brittain recommends 
that the general assembly pass a law 
providing forsome for mof compulsory 

| education. : 
| He states that the only states which 

now have no such law are Georgia, 

South Carolina, Florida, Alabama, 
5 | Mississippi and Texas. He points out 

that the experiment may be begun by 
making it optional with the counties 
of the state. 

He also recommends that the state 
try the experiment of publishing one or 
two text-books. 

Touching on the tax equalization he 
expresses the hope that it will make 
it possible for the state to pay the 
teachers more promptly, and _ in this 
‘onnection Says: 

“Now, as has been the case all the 
while, the greatest wrong to education 
in Georsgiais the delay on the part of 
the state in the distribution of educa- 
tional funds. In response to our in- 
sistence for relief last summer we were 
told that help would be forthcoming. 
and that the most practical and prom- 
ising avenue of relief lay through the 
measure providing for tax e@ lization. 
In consequence it was deemed wise to 
awaitthe result of this new law. We 
shall not be able to tell with certainty 
as to its effects until the taxes come in 
this fall. It is hoped, however. that 
this measure will remedy many of the 
inequalities of our present system, in- 
flict hardships upon none, and provide 
for enough additional revenue to pay 
the teachers promptly next spring, 
ftter the pension claims are satisfied. 
It seems best, therefore, to wait with- 
out further recommendations upon 
those in charge of our financial Op- 
erations until next year at least.”

Yesterday afternoon, while driving 
homeward in his automobile from the 
Office of a physician, who examined 
his thumb, which he fractured during 
his fight with Harding, Cobb ran into 
a grocery wagon. Nobody was injured, 
but the wagon was smashed and Cobb's 
automobile damaged.

except Cincinnati, until the alleged | 
breach of contract he is charged with 
has been tried in the federal court in 
St. Louis. 

While the action is peffding, Judge 


Sanborn ordered the Cincinnati Exhi- 
bition company, owners of the club, to 
zivea bond of $13,000 to indemnify Mar- 
sans for any possible loss he might 
sustain as a result of the unction. 
The validity of the ten-daWclause in 
organized baseball contracts was up- 


held by Judge Sanborn. He based his 
decision on the fact that Marsans ac- 
cepted a contract in writing in which 
the Cincinnati club agreed to employ 
him for a specified period at a fixed 
compensation on condition that the club 
should have the right to discharge him 
on ten days’ notice. The -contract was | 
valid and binding after Marsans en- 
tered on the performance of the con- 
tract and received the compensation, 
according to the terms of agreement, 
the court held. : 

Marsans has been a member of th 
Cincinnati team three years, the pres- 
ent making the fourth year. He object- 
ed to the ten-day clause in his con- 
tract and gave ten days’ notice to the 
management early in June, hoping, so 
he claimed, that the obnoxious ten-day 
clause would be taken out of his con- 
tract. On the afternoon of the same 
day Marsans was suspended without 
pay for alleged disloyalty to the team 
and for other reasons. During his sus- 
pension he opened negotiations with 
the St. Louis club of the Federal] league. 
His suspension suddenly ended, but the 
Cuban “jumped” to the St. Louis Fed- 
erals, claiming his contract with Cin- 
cinnati was illegal on account of the 
ten-day clause. 

The case now will be tried on its 
merits. In the meantime Marsans can 
gaa to the Cincinnatis or not play 
yall.

CONGRESS HOLDS THE KEY. 

It is now settled that congress is to re- 
main in session indefinitely—for several 
weeks at the least. As to the efficacy of 
anti-trust, “big dam” and other legislation 
im restoring business to prosperity at high 
tide there may be some quibble. But here 
is one opportunity open whereby congress 
may infallibly restore prosperity and justify 
some of the drafts it has made on the na- 
tional patience, and that is by— 

Bringing stability to the Investing world 
through legislation that will impose a per- 
manent and effective check upon further 
railroad pillage and gutting in this country. 

When that has been done; when once 
again railroad securities have been made an 
absolutely safe investment for widows and 
orphans, trust funds and timid capital gen- 
erally, the railroads will enter a new era of 
prosperity—and that will mark’ the high 
tide of national prosperity. 

Congress, and congress only, holds the 
key to this door of hope, and now that it is 
to remain in session indefinitely it can give 
attention to no more constructive legislation 
than this. 

The story of the wrecking of the Central 
of Georgia railroad is still tragically famil- 
iar history to many people in this state. For 
many years so staunch was the public con- 
fidence in the Central and the men who 
administered it that its securities had ) 
almost the safety and sanctity of a govern- 
ment bond. Countless widows and orphans, 
numberless trust funds and educational and 


charitable institutions had their all invested. 


They received their dividends regularly over 
a long period. Like a bolt from the blue 
came the crash, not from within the inner 
circles of this splendid property, but from 
the financial thimble riggers who wrecked 


the property. The sole dependence of thou- 
sands was wiped out at one stroke. It was 
a case of looting, of high-class, “respect- 
able,” legalized theft if ever in the history 
of industry such capitalizing of confidence 
and credulity deserves thus to be entitled. 

The cases of the New Haven and Frisco 
were no less flagrant. 

The business of transportation must go 
on in this country, and it takes capital for 
that purpose, and most of that capital comes 
from the small investors who cannot afford 
to lose. Capital will not work until it is 
assured at least a degree of protection. 

The men who wreck banks go to the 
Anen,” as long as there are courts in the 
land and requisition laws to bring them 
from the ends of the earth. 

The men who wreck railroads must be 
put upon the same plane. 

If congress will enact laws placing crim- 
inal personal responsibility for railroad 
wrécking, and if it will give the railroads a 
living chance, we shall see investors come 
into the market. Then we shall see an un- 
precedented era of prosperity. 

The discharge of such a function will 
obliterate in the public mind many of the 
sins of omission and commission now 
charged against the congress, and would go 
far toward justifying the extended session. 


MR. DORSEY’S CONCLUSION. 


In these progressive days of practical 
politics, when one’s neighbors on every side 
are forsaking the peaceful pursuit of com- 
mercial or domestic happiness to chase the 
elusive phantom of political office, ‘it is re- 
freshing to run across a line of old-fashioned 
literature that leaves the after-taste of Hugh 
Dorsey’s statement to the public declining 
to aliow the use of his name in connection 
with any political office. 

In the lifetime of very men does 
capricious Fate bedeck opportunity with the 
tempting allurements that were spread be- 
fore the brilliant young solicitor general to 
tempt him from the arduous path of his pro- 
fession into the more ‘enticing field of 
politics.

Dorsey has gained general approval and 
popular recognition by the industry and 
ability which have characterized the dis- 
charge of his official duties. 

The publicity attached to a recent crim- 
inal case in which the solicitor general won 
an unbroken succession of astonishing vic- 
tories against able and experienced adver- 
saries extended his local reputation into 
state-wide prominence. The determination, 
zeal and ability with which he _ pressed 
the prosecution were such as to lead many 
to believe that the verdict of guilty was ren- 
dered more as a tribute to the prosecution 
than as a calm and deliberate vindication of 
justice. 

Whatever difference of opinion mey exist 
in the mands of the public concerning the 
guilt or innocence of the accused, the opin- 
ion was universal that the state's aftorney 
displayed remarkable familiarity with all 
phases’ of his case, and evidenced skill, in- 
telligence and capacity of unusual! nature. 

It was not unexpected, therefore, that 
the public, quick to respond to genius, de- 
sired to impress Mr. Dorsey into the service 
of the state in broader fields by honoring 
him with higher office.

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THE METHODIST UNIVERSITY. 
If Atlanta wants the $5,000,000 
university of the Southern Methodist church 
it must reckon with Birmingham. That 
city, as told in news dispatches, has already 
organized and taken the field in aggressive 
style. President Shook, of the Birmingham 
Chamber of Commerce, has appointed a cam- 
paign committee, which held its first meet- 
ing yesterday. The personnel of this com- 
mittee comprises the leaders of industry and 
business in Birmingham, bankers, lawyers, 
doctors, laboring men, merchants, railroad

men, newspaper men. 

At the first session of the Birmingham 
committee, Birmingham took the first trick 
in the campaign by tendering the Birming- 
ham college, its plant and its 65-acre cam- 
pus, as a nucleus. With this start it is ex- 
pected that little trouble will be experienced 
in raising the remainder of the fund up to 
$1,000,000, since the Birmingham college is 
rated at a value of $300,000. , 

The eastern college will be supported by 
the entire southern Methodist church. The 
western college has already been estab- 
lished at Dallas, Texas. Birmingham is now 
Atlanta’s main competitor. While the insti- 
tution will start with a valuation of $1,000,- 
000, the church plans within a very short 
time to increase that amount to $5,000,000. 

It is evident that if Atlanta’s campaign is 
to be successful it must meet organization 
with organization. If the Birmingham Cham- 
ber of Commerce can so quickly get a cam- 
paign on its feet, it is incumbent upon the 
Atlanta Chamber of Commerce and other 
bodies to exhibit similar enterprise. With 
Agnes Scott and the Georgia School of Tech- 
nology and Oglethorpe university, Atlanta 
already has a far handicap in: becoming the 
educational center of the south. The addi- 
tion of the Methodist university, drawing 
students from all the south, increasing pres- 
tige and involving the expenditure of hun- 
dreds of thousands each year, would clinch 


' Atlanta’s supremacy.

The so-called “model law” is now in op- 
eration in a number of states and distinct 
advantages will be gained if the law is 
similar in all the states. 

Tennessee has the new law in operation 
this year. 

The South Carolina legislature passed the 
bill at the last session, but the governor has 
not as yet signed it.

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Medical Aspect of Child Labor 


The University has established 
a chair of medicine. As _ industrial 
hygiene is the most important branch of this 
subject, Professor Teleky, the head of the 
department, early became interested in tu- 
berculosis as an industrial disease, and log- 
ically was led to study the effects of differ- 
ent occupations on wage-earning children 
with a predisposition to this disease. He 
found that in Germany as well as in Austria 
there is an unduly high tuberculosis rate 
among youthful wage-earners. Kayserling 
has shown that while in Berlin the tuber- 
culosis death rate for all the later years 
of life has fallen 1900, no diminution 
has been found in the death rate for children 
of Wage-earning age. Von Pirquet attrib- 
utes the rise in the tuberculosis morbidity 
rate during the years between 15 and 20 to 
overstrain and undernutrition in apprentice- 
ship life. 

Teleky has shown that sickness increases 
among children who leave school for work. 
The increase during the first year of work is 
not great, but in the second and third years 
it is pronounced, and in the fourth year is 
higher than the first. 

He then took up the question of control 
of the choice of occupation so that some re- 
Sard might be given to the welfare of the 
child, and that underdeveloped children, pre- 
disposed to tuberculosis, might be kept out 
of occupations in which too great demands 
were made on their strength. In Vienna 
medical control of such matters is easier 
than with us, because of the well-establish- 
ed system of apprenticeship. Most industries 
employ physicians, who examine applicants 
for apprenticeships and may reject the 
pnysically unfit. Theoretically, this is a good 
system, but Teleky has found it ineffective 
in practice. The physicians are almost 
obliged to eccept or reject applicants ac- 
cording to the- state of the labor market, 
Also, the best-paid industries get the strong- 
est boys, while weaker boys must accept 
lower wages and poorer conditions or go 
into the unskilled occupations, which means 
that the children who most need it are not 
protected.

After 
studying the problem at first hand, and see- 
ing all efforts to prevent the disastrous ef- 
fect of labor on underdeveloped children fail, 
Teleky finds no remedy the raising of 
the age limit for employment. The age of 
16, he thinks, is early enough for children 
to enter industrial work; and even at 16 the 
transition from school life to industrial life 
should not be too abrupt. He agrees with 
Kaup that for the youth under 18 the work 
day should be limited to ten hours, includ- 
ing time for three meals, with each week 
at least three half holidays for study and 
sport, and each year a two weeks’ vacation.

POVERTY VOWS VALID, 


SAYS SUPREME COURT | 


Washington, June 22.—The supreme 
court today reversed the decision of 
the eighth United States circuit court 
of appeals which held that the vows of 
poverty in Catholic orders were void 
because against public policy. 

The point arose in the case of Au- 
gustin Wirth, a member of the Order 
of St. Benedict for about sixty years, 
who died while serving as a priest in 
charge of the German Catholic church 
at Springfield, Minn. He had taken a 
vow of poverty to turn all his prop- 
erty over to the order and all that he 
might thereafter possess in return for 
his support and education. 

Upon his death he was possessed of 
more than $5,000, received from sever- 
al copyrighted books written by him. 
Wirth’s nephews and nieces, as his 
heirs, claimed the property. The cir- 
cuit court of appeals held the agree- 
ment of poverty with the society was 
void as against public policv and held 
that the nephews and nieces were en- 
titled to the property. 

Justice Hughes, announcing the de- 
cision today, held that the lower court 
erred in interpreting the rules. of the 
order as preventing members from 
leaving. He explained the court failed 
to distinguish between an ethical with- 
drawal and a civil withdrawal from 
the order. The rules, he added, mere- 
ly bound him for life in a religious 
sense to the order. 


FRANCE PUTS HEAVY TAX 
ON FOREIGN .INCOMES 


Paris, June 22.—The French govern- 
ment today issued regulations under 
which a tax of 5 per cent is to be col- 
lected upon income received in France 
from foreign stocks, bonds, or securi- 
ties of whichever form, including gov- 
ernment bonds. The regulations g0 
into force on July 1. 

The law by which this tax is levied 
was passed in March. Since then 
enormous pressure from financial inter- 
ests has been brought to bear upon 
the French government to delay appli- 
cation of the legislation, while various 
changes have been proposed. 

It has been urged that the law would 
drive out of France thousands of 
Frenchmen and foreigners resident in 
France who will prefer to leave the 
country rather than lose the twentieth 
part of the income they derive from 
capital invested abroad. Other thou- 
sands, it,is declared, will remain in 
France and evade the law, which is in 
some quarters deemed impossible of 
enforcement. 

Geneva, Switerland, June 22.—The 
vaults of the Swiss banks are stated 
today to be literaly crammed with se- 
curities sent here from France and 
Germany by persons who desire to 
avoid the heavy taxes laid on capital 
in those countries. 


WORLD PEACE COUNCIL 
PLANNED BY CHURCHES 


New York, June 22.—Plans for a 
world church peace council, to be held 
in Constance, Switzerland, on August 
2 and to continue four days, the first 
event of its kind in history, were de- 
tailed today by Dr. Frederick Lynch, 
secretary of the Church Peace union, 
founded by Andrew Carnegie in Feb- 
ruary,. with an endowment of §2,- 
000,000. 

On the same days in Liege, Belgium, 
a conference of Catholics will be held 
under the leadership of Count Albert 
Apponyi, the Hungarian statesman and 
peace advocate. Both meetings will be 
under the auspices of the Carnegie 
union. 

The conferences are intended, 
Lynch said, as a preliminary step to- 
ward a church peace congress of mon- 
umental proportions to be held in 1916, 
at the time of The Hague peace con- 
ference.

The Prospects for Warmer 
Weather South Main Fac- 
tor in Advance — Market 
Firm. 


New York, June 22.—The cotton mar- 
ket was. steadier today. After the 
break of about $3.42 per bale from the 
high records etsablished at the begin- 
ning of the month, there appeared to 
be less cotton for sale and compara- 
tively moderate demand proved suf- 
ficient to send prices higher. The close 
Was firm at a net advance of 4 to 7 
points onthe old and of 12 to 13 points 
On new crop deliveries. 

There was little or nothing in the 
weather news to account for the stead- 
ler ruling of prices unless it was the 
prospects for higher temperatures dur- 
ing the week.

MARKET WEEKLY REVIEW 
BY HUBBARD BROS. & CO. 


New York, June 22.—Better weather con- 
ditions have prevailed over the entire cot- 
ton belt, rain having fallen just where it 
was and when needed, with the exception 
of the section immediately tributary to 
Memphis, where a good rain would be very 
beneficial to the crop. The natural result 
has been a small recession in prices, in fact 
it is rather a surprise that the decline has 
not been more severe, but the trade hola 
bullish opinions as to the ultimate course 
of prices, and it will take several weeks 
of favorable weather to alter their present 
convictions. 

In Liverpool the comparatively small 
supply of cotton leads to the expectation 
of difficulty in finding a supply of just the 
kind of cotton which the epinners need; at 
a time when the staples and grades which 
they do not wish are pressed for sale, at 
even a moderate premium rather than ten- 
der for delivery on contract under the pres- 
ént methods of arbitration for contract de- 
liveries. Here, it is probable that tenders 
will be made of our stock and that arbi- 
trage buying will finally increase the sup- 
ply of contracts in Liverpool. However, 
these are purely technica] considerations 
of local conditions. 

It is the weather which will control the 
markets from now on and which will be 
watched with intense interest. We need a 
large crop and we must have very good 
weather to make it, even if it is possible to 
do so from the poor start in the southwest, 
which most of the trade doubt. 

At the moment the market lacks the de- 
mand from spinners for next season's de- 
livery. At some point that will appear, 
when, no one can tell, but evidently not at 
these prices under present conditions. 

Cotton Seed Oil. 

Scattered liquidation by July holders re- 
sulted in a fair decline in that month, 
whereas other positions held relatively 
steady. Brokers that usually act for a 
prominent refiner were buyers of July at 
the decline. The leading refining interest 
was a liberal buyer of August delivery the 
early part of the week, taking in hedge 
sales. Most of the selling came from local 
longs. 

There is more disposition to sell new crop 
deliveries, although as yet only a few 
offerings of new crude are reported and at 
prices above the parity of this market. 

It is likely there will be further liqui- 
dation of July between now and first ten- 
der day (27th instant). On the other hand 
it is believed that shorts will take ad- 
vantage of any further Weakness to cover 
sales. Predictions are being made that de- 
liveries will exceed 20,000 barrels. If so, we

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GOVERNMENT WINS 
RATE ORDER CASE 


Supreme Court Upholds In- 
termountain Rates Ordered 
byCommission--Rate-Mak- 
ing by Zones Sustained. 


Washington, June 22.—The interstate 
commerce commissien’s so-called inter- 
mountain rate orders were sustained 
as valid today by the supreme court, 
which held, at the same time, that the 
long and short haul clause of the in- 
terstate commerce law was constitu- 
tional. Both had been attacked by 
trans-continental railroads. 

The defunct commerce court, pass- 
ing over the constitutional question, 
had annulled the orders on the ground 
that the commission had no authority 
to issue “blanket” or “zone” orders, 
and might act only on the reasonable- 
ness of specific rates. In overturning 
that contention today and holding that 
the commission did have that pow- 
er, the supreme court decided a point 
lawyers and close observers of the 
interstate commerce commission's pro- 
cedure say is of equal importance to 
the inter-mountain rate case itself— 
if not greater. 

_ Pending Rate Inerease Involved. 

Opposition to the 5 per cent increase 
in freight rates befng asked by the 
eastern railroads—and on which the 
interstate commerce commission is ex- 
pected to announce its decision any 
day—had been based principally on 
the contention that the commission 
did not have authority under the law 
to grant such a “blanket” increase. 

What the effect, if any, of the de- 
cision on the rate case may be only 
can be the subject of conjecture. Some 
among the well informed in the com- 
mission’s procedure, however, say the 
decision in the disposition of the rail- 
road’s application has ween delayed 
awaiting the supreme court’s decision 
on that point. 

As to the inter-mountain rate orders 
themselves, however, their effect is 
that such western cities as Reno, Spo- 
kane and Phoenix will not be _ forced 
to pay on their freight from the east 
the regular rate through to the Pa- 
cific coast and then also another rate 
from the Pacific back to their stations. 
They will be forced, however, to pay 
certain increases over normal rates 
from certain zongs. 

Rates by Zones Recognized. 


As a result of the decision all dis- 
cussion is removed as to the commis- 
sion’s right not to pass on the reason- 
eableness of a lower rate for a haul 
to a more distant city than to a nearer 
one in the same direction. It recog- 
nizes the commission’s power to fix 
such rates by zones as distinguished 
from taking up the conditions sur- 
rounding each point of shipment in the 
United States. 

Chief. Justice White announced the 
unanimous decision of the court. He 
said the case turned largely on the con- 
struction and validity of the long and 
short haul clause in the fourth section 
of the interstate commerce act, as 
amended in 1910. His conclusion was 
that the amendment in 1910 trans- 
ferred from the railroads to the com- 
mission the power hitherto reposed 
by congress in the railroads to deter- 
mine what exemptions should be made 
from the general prohibition against 
charging less for a long haul than for 
a short haul. He said if it were valid 
for congress to allow the railroads to 
exercise the power, it was valid for 
congress to let the commission exer- 
cise it.

The inter-mountain rate orders were: 
issued in June and July, 1911, by the) 
interstate commerce commission, un-| 
der authority of the “long and short, 
haul section” of the interstate com- | 
merce act, which clothed the commis- 
sion with discretion to make excep- 
tions to the general rule, laid down in 
the law that railroads should not 
charge more for a short haul than for 
a longer haul in the same direction and 
over the same lines or routes. 

Practically all the railroads travers- 
ing the inter-mountain region of the’ 
west applied "to the commission to 
have exceptions made so that a higher 
rate could be charged on shipments 
from the east to inter-mountain cities, 
such as Spokane, Wash.; Reno, Nev., 
and Phoenix, Ariz. 

The rates to these cities from points 
east of the Rockies had for years been 
made by adding the through rate to 
the Pacific coast and the local rate 
from the Pacific coast back to the in- 
terior city. 

The inter-mountain points rebelled 
against what they claimed was a mon- 
opoly given to the Pacific coast cities 
of the trade at all points from the 
coast back to the very doors of the in- 
ter-mountain cities.

June 22.—Twenty 
persons were injured, one seriously; 
eight houses destroyed by fire and six 
others dynamited today as the result 
of lightning setting fire to a tank con- 
taining 25,000 barrels of oil at Mead- 
owlands near here.

Washigton, June 22.—Railroads are 
not liable for injury to employees of 
interstate carriers, or members of their 
families, while. riding on free passes 
containing stipulations that the passen- 
ger assumes all risks while being so 
transported. The supreme court so 
held today in reversing a judgment 
procured by Lizzie Thompson, wife of 
a track hand at Augusta, Ga., for 
$1,300 for injuries suffered in a rail- 
road collision near McCormick, S. C., 

The court held a pass is not to be 
regarded as part of the compensation 
for which the employee works, but is 
in reality “free’’ and subject to any 
conditions the railroad may impose.
